OMBS, such as were often 
Berea to summon the public 
to wartime patriotic demon- 
strations here, will be sounded in 
the cause of peace tonight. At 
7 p. m. it is planned to fire the 
bombs in front of every fire en- 
gine house in the city, to an- 
nounce the meeting, beginning at 
8, in the Coliseum, to urge the 
limitation of armaments through 
action of the Washington con- 
ference. Whistles will also be 
blown at 7. 
Friday, Armistice day, will be 
a holiday in the St. Louis public 
schools. The Board of Educa- 
tion last night voted that the day 
shall be a school holiday both 
this year and in future years. 
A two-minute period of si- 
lence, from 11 to 11:02 a. m. 
Friday, will be observed in St. 
Louis as part of a nation-wide 
tribute to the unknown Ameri- 
can soldier to be buried at noon, 
Eastern time, in Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery, near Washing- 
ton. Retail stores and other 
business and _ industrial estab- 
lishments will observe this in- 
terval of pause, by request of 


President Harding. 


UNKNOWN SOLDIER'S 
BODY IN WASHINGTON 


Presidential Salute Fired 
Cruiser Docks—Body to 
Lie in State in Capitol.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—Tre 
c-ash of a battery salute, booming 
cut the 21 guns of the highest artil- 
lery salutation—the national salute 
—told Washington at 4 o’clock thi- 
afternoon that the body of Amer- 
ica’s unknown soldier had arrived 
from France. 

The passage up the Potomac of 
Dewey’s old flagship, the cruiser 
Olympia, bearing the body, was 
marked by salute after salute. 

Full ceremonies of naval and mil- 
itary honors were arranged to mark 
the -transfer of the body back to 

rmy by the navy. No tribute 
of respect to the memory of the 
dead that can be devised has been 
overlooked and with the arrival of 
the Olympia the navy completed its 
individual part in the ceremonies, 
thereafter sharing with the army in 
the honors to army dead. 

A military escort and mounted 
band will accompany the casket from 
the nay yard to the Capitol. <A 
guard of honor will wait at the 
great flight of steps leading up to 
the catafalque where the body will 
rest under the dome, and the men 
in khaki will keep’ constant vigil 
about the bier thereafter until it is 
carried out Armistice day to its 
niche on the terrace of the Memo- 
rial Ampitheater at Arlington Ceme- 
tery across the river. 

Shortly after the casket has been 
placed on the catafalque, President 
Harding will place upon it the 
wreath that is the tribute of the ex- 
ecutive branch of the Government 
to the dead and later the wreath 
voted by Congress will be laid in 
place by the President pro tempore 
of the Senate and the Speaker of 
the House. 

Adjournment of the Senate tonight 
for the services Friday and the arm- 
ament conference convening Satur- 


day was ordered upon motion of 
Senator Lodge, of Massachusetts, 
Republican leader. The adjourn- 


ment tonight will be taken until 8:10 
Friday morning when the Senate 
will meet to attend the services and 
take another adjournment until 
Monday.

AFFAIRS TAKEN UP 
BY GRAND JURY 


Lawyer Tells Creditors of 


Broker Any Action They 
May Take Will Not Affect 


Possible Criminal Action. 


REIMBURSEMENT 
PROPOSAL IS MADE 


Several Claimants Refuse 
to Sign Settlement Agree- 
ment — Assets About 
$1000, Receiver Reports. 


The financial affairs of George V. 
Halliday of Webster Groves, who 
was in business as G. V. Halliday & 
Co., investment brokers, in the Ar- 
cade Building, which became de- 
funct through a petition in bank- 
ruptcy, with liabilities exceeding 
$140,000, are being investigated by 
the grand jury. 

This fact was made known yea- 
tcrday afternoon by Halliday’s at- 
torney, M. G. Levinson, at a meet- 
1g of the creditors called to submit 
to them a compromise proposition 
to reimburse them with an initial 
puyment of 25 per cent in cash and 


notes for the balance. 

“This case has been called to the 
attention of the grand jury,” said 
Levinson, addressing approximately 
40 of Halliday’s 75 creditors, who 
were assembled in a large room on 
the fifth floor of the Arcade Build- 
ing. There were 10 women present. 
“The grand jury is conducting an in- 
vestigation. What action you may 
take at this meeting will have no 
bearing on any possible’ criminal 
prosecution that may be directed 
against Halliday. This meeting is to 
consider only the question of his 
civil obligations. 


Wife to Surrender Home. 

“Mr. Halliday’s wife has agreed 
to surrender all of her personal be- 
longings, including her home in 
Webster Groves, her individual bank 
account and some land in Texas, in 
order to help her husband liquidate 
his indebtedness. She is in a posi- 
tion at this time to raise sufficient 
money to pay down 25 cents on the 
dollar. Halliday will give notes for 
the balance due. 

“So far as any criminal procedure 
is concerned you are at liberty to 
do as you see fit, but I want to say 
that I do not believe it fair to at- 
tempt to send Halliday to the peni- 
tentiary when, if given an opportun- 
ity, he is willing to work in an ef- 
fort to pay back every penny that 
he owes you. 

“Now, understand me_ correctly. 
Any proposition you may accept 
from Halliday in the way of a finan- 
cial settlement will not in any man- 
ner interfere with the grand jury 
investigation of his affairs . I only 
desire to inform you that he is mak- 
ing this offer in good faith.” 


Assets About $1400. 


Henry M: Furth. receiver for Hal- 
liday & Co., informed the creditors 
that when the receivership expenses 
are paid, the assets for distribution 
among creditors will amount to ap- 
proximately $1400. Following this 
statement, Levinson passed around 
copies of an agreement which he re- 
quested the creditors to sign. 

The agreement stated that 25 per 
cent of the indebtedness would be 
paid in cash as soon as the Federal 
Court should ratify the settlement, 
and the remaining 75 per cent to be 
paid by the giving of four promis- 
sory notes, one for 15 per cent due 
in two years, and three for 20 per 
cent due in three, four and five years 
after date. All deferred payments to 
bear 5 per cent interest from their 
dates. 

“Tl want to see the security for 
this agreement before I sign it,’ 
said a man jn the back of the room, 
who identified himself by ing 
that he had invested $3500 with Hal- 
liday & Co. “Who ts going to sign 
those notes, Halliday? If he is, [I 
don’t want to sign. He has made 
me promises before.” 

“That is your privilege,’ said Lev- 
inson. ‘You may sign or you may 
not, just as you choose.” 

“Your statement that the grand 
jury is investigating Mr. Halliday 
cxuses me to believe that I shouid 
rot sign this paper,” said a young 
woman who informed Levinson that 
she had invested $1000. “I would 
rather lose my money than enter 
into an agreement with Halliday

John F. Masters, a_ real estate 
salesman, related to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter the strange chain of cir- 
cumstances which led him to file 
suit for annulment of his marriage 
at Clayton this morning, because of 
the discovery that his wife is his 


first cousin. Masters, who is 28 
years old, lives with his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Grant Masters, on Leffing- 
well avenue, Kirkwood. His father 
is section foreman there for the Mis- 
souri Pacific Railroad. 

Masters’ wife, who is 30 years old, 
is in Chicago with her 1l-year-old 
daughter by a former marriage. She 
has agreed to the suit, Masters said. 

“TI was a painter and decorator 


when I first met my wife, about 
May, 1913,’ said Masters. “It was 
at the American Theater. She had 
her little daughter with her. Of 


course, like the good-hearted fool I'| 
ralways was, I helped her. Leaving, 
I picked up the girl and carried her 
across a muddy place. We became 
acquainted and I called on her sev- 
eral times, in St. Louis. 

“Her father, Wilbur Lockwood, 
had died when she was three years 
old, and her mother died when she 
was 15. My wife was Anna Lock- 
wood. She was married at the age 
of 16 to a Chicago man, in 1907, and 
went to live there. 
18 months later and my wife was 
left with their child. Her first hus- 
band is supposed to have died, and 
he is legally dead as far as she and 
I are concerned. I don’t Know any- 
thing about him.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—Premier 


Briand’s desire in connection with 
the armament conference is that 
nothing should be withheld from the 
American public ag to the military, 
the economic or the political situa- 
tion of France or the reasons why 
that Government is or might be im- 
pelled to one course or another. 
The military position and require- 
ments of France are matters of 
anxious concern and Gen. Buat, the 
chief of the French General Staff, 
has brought with him to the con- 
ference a chest of documents. re- 
specting — the present military 
strength of Germany and her po- 
tential power. These, it is said, in- 
clude copies of secret instructions 
of the German Ministry of War con- 


cerning the grouping of former offi- 
cers, of whom there are 250,000, 
into skeleton regimental formations, 
so that without delay military units 
could be created by summoning to 
the colors former service men, of 
whom there are four or five million. 
Gen. Buat has with him a copy of 
the latest issue of the German army 
regulations, published Sept. 3, that 
does not deal, he points out, with 
an army of 100,000, as provided un- 
der the treaty of Versailles, but 
with forces on a vast scale, includ- 
ing corps, armies and groups of 
armies. 
Alleged German Preparations. 


The army section of the French 
delegation also has brought reports 
respecting the small arms said to 
be concealed in Germany. Arms 
and artillery factories owned by 
Germans, according to these reports, 
have been acquired. or are being 
constructed, in countries around 
Germany beyond the supervision of 
the allied commission of control. 
Such establishments are indicated in 
Holland, in Switzerland and espe- 
cially in Sweden. A large airplane 
factory is said to be in operation by 
Germans in Switzerland.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—The 
Treasury is as yet without advices 
from Great Britain as to that’ Gov- 
ernment’s intention to begin the pay- 
ment of interest upon its debt to the 
United States, officials said today. 

However, officials said, it was 
probable that Great Britain was pre- 
paring to begin interest payments un- 
der the tentative understanding by 
which the interest on the debt was 
deferred for a three-year period end- 
ing next April. As the British fiscal 
year ends in March, officials ex- 
plained, and that Government is now 
preparing its budget for the coming 
year, arangements may have been 
made to begin the payment of inter- 
est next spring. 

The British debt now stands at 
approximately $4,166,000,000 of 
principal upon which interest is 
payable at 5 per cent annually. The 
annual interest amounts to about 
$200,000,000, which would be ap- 
proximately equivalent to £50,000,- 
000, figured at an exchange rate of 
about $4, the pound now being 
quoted at $3.94. There is, however, 
accumulative interest which would 
amount to about §600,000,000 on 
Nov. 15.

Admiral, in Statement, Says His Country Is 


Ready to Reduce Building, Along With 
Others; Will Await Proposals.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 3.—After re- 
iterating that Japan is ready to cut 
Gown her naval program in agree- 
ment with the Powers provided the 
safety of Japan is assured, Admiral 
Baron Tomosaburo Kato, Minister of 
Marine and ranking head of the Jap- 
anese delegation to the armament 
conference here, proceeded yesterday 
to answer, In the presence of news- 
paper men, the specific question, 
“What is Japan's justification for a 
big navy?” The conference was 
Kato’s first with reporters in Wash- 
ihgton. The correspondents called 
upon him_when it was announced he 
wished to issue a statement denying 
& published report that Japan would 
insist upon carrying out her naval 
building program. 

“Every nation,” he declared, 
“feels the necessity of self-defense 
and knows that forces sufficient for 
#elf-defense must be provided. The 
degree depends on many factors and 
conditions, internal and otherwise, 
and the relations of the country 
with other Powers.” 

“For instance,” the Admiral con- 
tinued, “in the Far East Japan oc- 
cupies an insular position. Should 
there exist a nation that intends to 
make an attack upon Japan, it is 
the naval force alone that can de- 
fend our empire. Japan is not self- 
sufficient. The question of the small- 
ness or greatness of a navy depends 
upon the point of view of each nation 
concerned. I do not consider the navy 
of Japan a great one. The plans ai- 
ready adopted are much inferior to 
the programs adopted by Great Brit- 
ain and the United States.” 

Answers Questions Freely. 

Admiral Kato, a frail-looking man 
who immediately recalls a picture of 
Komura, who represented Japan at 
the Portsmouth peace conference, 
gave evidence during the conference 
that he is not in Washington the 
man of silence familiar to Tokio. He 
answered practically all questions 

instantly and with freedom. He 
spoke in Japanese, with Prof. Sichi- 
hashi of Leland Stanford University 
acting as interpreter. 

Baron Kato said he wanted to 
bring out clearly that Japan's posi- 
tion on naval reductions had been 
precise and unvaried since he firat 
announced it in Tokio over a year 
ago, and he wanted the American 
people to understand that Japan 
goes into the approaching cunfer- 
ence with the willingness to cut 
down the so-called “eight-eight”’ 
program, provided agreement with 
the other Powers can be obtained. 

“The limitation of armaments 
cannot be effected by Japan alon-,”’ 
he added. “At the approaching con- 
ference doubtless many propositions 
may be made. If they demand the 
cutting down of our program, we 
are ready to do so. I want to make 
it perfectly clear that that is Ja- 
pan’s attitude.” 

No Proposal to Offer.

| Robbery Charge Not Sustained. 

Murphy was convicted on two 
counts of conspiracy to rob the mail. 
Each cout carries a maximum pen- 
alty of two years imprisonment and 
($10,000 fine. Cosmano and Geirun 
|were found guilty on the conspiracy 
\charge also. A charge of robbing 
ithe mails was not sustained by the 
| jury. 
| Murphy and Volanti were the de- 
|fendants named in the conviction on 
the charge of knowingly possessing 
stolen Government property. The 
punishment is similar to that of the 
‘conspiracy charge. 
| Immediately after the jury had re- 
turned its verdict, attorneys for the 
convicted men entered separate mo- 
‘tions for retrial. All the defendants 
were allowed to leave the court 
room on their present bonds until 
'next Monday, when Judge Landis 
'will hear the motions, 
| Murphy expressed himself as

OVER LONER BARGE LINE 


Weeks Retains Federal Manager 
on Mississippi With Demand 
for Satisfactory Results. 


Special to the Post- tch. 
WASHINGTON, ov. 9.—Secre- 


tary of War Weeks today told a 
Post-Dispatch correspondent of his 
decision to retain Theodore Brent as 
Federal man r of the Lower Mis- 
sissippi Ba Line. He said this 
was due to thé fact that Brent here- 
tofore had not been vested with full 
authority. The Secretary made clear 
that, if satisfactory results are not 
obtained, a change will be made. 

Weeks said he had no informa- 
tion except in a newspaper story 
from St. Louis, published today, 
that Operating Manager Humphrey 
was quitting the service. He de- 
clined to comment on the report of 
friction between Humphrey and 
Brent. 

In continuing Brent with full con- 
trol, the Secretary wants to give 
him a thorough trial. ‘The report of 
A. W. Mackie is understood to have 
pointed out that heretofore the Fed- 
eral manager had not been vested 
with full power. The Secretary's 
stateme:.: follows: 

“At my request, Mr. A. W. Mackie 
has recently made an investigation 
and report on the operations of the 
barge lines on the Lower and Up- 
per Mississippi, and has made sev- 
eral suggestions which undoubtedly 
have much value. It is not my pur- 
pose, however, to adopt these sug- 
Sestigns at this time except the one 
relating to organization. Mr. Brent. 
the present manager, is to be given 
full authority in every matter re- 
lating to the carrying on of trans- 
portation on the Mississippi. He 
has not had this complete authority 
up to this time. I do not think that 
any such operation can be success- 
ful which has divided authority in 
matters of operation.

CENT CAR FARE 
EXTENDED 10 JUNE 30 


Commission Now Hearing Evi- 
dence Upon Which to De- 
termine Future U. R. Rate. 


The Public Service Commission at 
Jefferson City today, issued an order 
extenging the present 7-cent fare of 
the United Railways to June 30 next. 
and providing that, at the expiration 
of that period the fare shall revert 
to the fare charged On May 31, 1918. 
That day was the last day of 5-cent 
fares in St. Louis, as a 6-cent rate, 
granted by the commission, went Into 
effect June 1, 1918, and was sup- 
planted later by a 7. 7% and 8 cont 
rate, which was modified into the 
present straight 7-cent fare. 

The commission states that ft re- 
tains full jurisdiction, in the period 
up to June 30, to change the rate ef 
fare, if conditions render a change 
necessary. The commission is now 
hearing evidence as to the valuation 
of the property of the company. 
This valuation will probably be com- 
pleted before next June, and the 
figure arrived at will serve ag a baals 
for determining the future rate of 
fare, the company having the privi- 
lege of asking the commission for a 
fare higher than 6 cents after the 
expiration of the present order. . 
The commission's order® includes 
the Missouri Electric Rallroad, 
which is the name under which the 
St. Charles line of the United Rall- 
ways is operated, in its order as to 
maintenance of the present fare. 

The reports of te receiver of the 
United Railways are cited, to show 
that the income of the United Ratfi- 
ways for the first nine months of 
1921 was $2,255,783. On this basia, 
the year’s receipte are estimated at 
$3,007,715, and this sum, it is stated, 
amounts to 6.11 per cent return upon 
the valuation of $49,245,735, fixed 
by the commission's expert. This 
valuation is subject to increase, upon 
showing made by the company. abd 
such increase, in arriving at the final 
official valuation, would reduce the

The temporary release is granted,

KING IS-TO SPEAK 
ON THE SITUATION 


Address Before Parliament 
Tomorrow Said to Have 
Been Discussed Already 
by Lloyd George. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Nov. 9.—The Ulster 


Cabinet representatives here unan- 
imously approved today “the firm 
attitude’ which Sir James Craig, 
the Ulster Premier, has maintained 
in the interest of Ulster in his con- 
ferences with Prime Minister Lloyd 
George over the questicn of an Irish 
settlement. 


Forecasts of the King’s speech 
proroguing Parliament, which it is 
thought will be delivered tomorrow, 
are to the effect that it deals al- 
most exclusively with the Irish sit- 
uation. Premier Lloyd George pre- 
sided last night over a Cabinet 
council at which the terms of the 
speech were said to have been dis- 
cussed. 

Conferences between Lloyd George 
and members of the Ulster Cabinet 
in regard to the basis of an Irish 


] peace settlement have been set for 


tomorrow, but prorogation of Parlia- 
ment on that date, together with the 
fact that Friday is Armistice day 
would probably force a posponement 
until Monday of further official con- 
versations. 

All the parties to the negotiations 
engaged in informal parleys. Sir 
James Craig, the Ulster Premier; 
Lloyd George and Foreign Secretary 
Curzon sought out influential Par- 
liament leaders in an endeavor to 
gain their support. 

No resumption of the formal nego- 
tiations between the representatives 
of the British Government and the 
Sinn Fein will be attempted until aft- 
er the Ulster difficulty has been over- 
come. 

The report continues that, should 
the Ulsterites be unable to reconcile 
their views with those of Lloyd 
George, he will offer his resignation 
as Prime Minister. 


Craig Cabinet Said to Be Pledgced 
to Nonylelding Policy. 
Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch. 

DUBLIN, Nov. 9.—Members of 
the Craig Cabinet crossed the Irish 
Channel to London Iast night, 
pledged, so the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent is informed, to a noncon- 
cession policy, following conversa- 
tions with their followers. 

Premier Craig having taken this 
line in his interview with Premier 
Lloyd George and now being assured 
of his backing, he will take his min- 
isters to Downing street merely for 
the purpose of _ reiterating their 
present determination to yield noth- 
ing to the Irish unity claim. Peace 
is therefore regarded as impossible 
here unless Lloyd George's politica] 
fertility provides a way out of the 
present apparent impasse. 

Sinn Fein ministerial circles ex- 
press satisfaction with the progress 
of negotiations, holding that the 
London Celegations have succeeded 
beyond anticipation in saddling U1- 
ster as the right horse for carrying 
the responsibility for peace or war.

Until The Doctor Comes

POUUTT’ES AND PLASTERS. 
HERE is an art in making a 
poultice. Boiling water is poured 
on ground seed or meal until 

the mixture can be spread on lint 
or muslin. A soft old handkerchief 
is | over the painful spot, which 
is then covered with the hot poul- 
tice and the whole well covered with 
some non-heat conducting material, 
like flannel or oiled silk, so that the 
heat will be retained as long as pos- 
sible. 

The cloth on which the poultice is 
spread must be large enough to tuck 
under all around, so that nothing 
escapes to get on the patient or 
clothing. A second poultice is pre- 
pared and kept hot on a hot plate 
or other means before the one in 
use is removed. Otherwise the ap- 
plication of heat is interrupted and 
the treatment is worse than useless. 

Charcoal poultices are sometimes 
ordered in cases of malodorous con- 
dition that result from neglect or 
gangrene. To make them, powdered 
charcoal and ground flaxseed are 
used in equal parts and the poultice 
made in the usual way. Free char- 
coal is first sprinkled directly over 
the part to be deodorized, and the 
poultice is then applied directly on 
it, no cloth intervening as advised 
above. 

When bread is used, stale is pre- 
ferable. It is soaked in a little boil- 
ing water and made into mush. Be- 
sides poultices, countér-irritation is 
largely prescribed by the physician 
to counteract inflamed conditions. 
Mustard plasters are used to produce 
a form of counter-irritation, but 
blisters are a speedier means of in- 
suring the desired result. Plasters of 
cantharides are applied directly to 


the skin, which must first be careful- 
ly cleaned with soap and water, then 
washed off with vinegar. 

The plaster is cut the size desired, 
and allowed to remain on until it 
draws a full blister, which is usual- 
ly six hours. 

These smal] blisters are used over 
painful neuralgic nerve: over the 
chest in cases of pleurisy and pneu- 
monia, etc. Cantharides should nev- 
er be applied in cases of lumbago 
and other painful conditions in the 
lower part of the back, as it affects 
the kidneys and is likely to set up 
considerable mischief there. 

Blisters should never be put over 
bony surfaces that are near the skin, 
as an ulcer might form that would 
expose the bone. In adults whose 
vitality is low and in children. plas- 
ters should not be allowed to remain 
on so long as in the case of the more 
robust, as they form blisters much 
quicker.

without a full realization, I hope, 
of everything that is involved. I 
am convinced that we should pur- 
sue to the end the declared pur- 
pose announced by you last Fri- 
day and indorsed by Congress and 
the people of the United States of 
“getting Villa.” If the de facto 
Government is going to resist the 
entrance of our troops, a new situ- 
ation will be presented. I feel 
that you ought to advise Congress 
at the earliest possible moment of 
what the situation really is in or- 
der to secure its support and co- 
operation in whatever action is 
needed to accomplish the purpose 
you have in mind. To retrace our 
steps now would be not only dis- 
astrous to our party and humiliat- 
ing to the country, but would be 
destructive of our influence in in- 
ternational affairs and make it 
forever impossible to deal in any 
effective way with Mexican af- 
fairs. 

Your appeal to Congress ought 
to deal with this matter in an af- 
firmative way, asking for the req- 
uisite power which you may feel 
assured will be granted you in 
ungrudging fashion. 

My apology for writing you is 
my distress of mind and my deep 
interest in everything that affects 
you and your future and, T hope, 
the country’s welfare. I would not 
be your friend if I did not tell you 
frankly how I feel.

scale would be supplied by the carrying out of an 
extensive program of construction. 

This opens the way for practical results. The first 
thing to do is to bring the prospective investors or 
their representatives together and obtain a definite 
proposal with regard to the extent of the reduction 
in costs that would be satisfactory. The minimum 
reduction that would be acceptable should be deter- 
mined. 

Next, the representatives of labor and materials 
should be brought together to work out a basis of 
concession which would bring the cost of construc- 
tion within the limit required. There is room for 
concession on both sides. Some materials are too 
high and wage schedules in St. Louis are much high- 
er than the average for the country. They are on a 
par with New York and Washington, the cities in 
which labor receives the highest wages. The scale} 
here for skilled labor is $1.25 per hour, as compared | 
with an average of 85 cents. 

We do not venture to suggest what the wages should | 
be, but we do say that there is an ample margin for 
reductions, which, coupled with fair reductions in ma- 
terial, which is still too high, would bring construc- 
tion costs to a satisfactory basis. 

Mayor Kiel has in this report the basis for action 
which may be of very great value to the city as a 
whole, to general business and particulariy to labor— 
action which would greatly diminish unemployment 
and stimulate business revival. 

He should select a man of capacity and wdgment 
to take up the work of bringing building investors 
material men and organized labor together for the 
putting through of the large construction plans held 
in abeyance. The chairman of the Unemployment 
Committee could do the work. Certainly a strong 
effort should be made. We believe the problem can 
be worked out with all interests brought together to

Ade- 
quate terminals, properly constructed, must be had, 
nourishing traffic arrangements, the confidence of | 
shippers in the reliability of the service, with the 
necessary quantity of freight to utilize the line’s 


full capacity. In November Mr. Humphrey pro- 
nounces the line a failure commercially, with the im-| 
plication that Mr. Brent’s management is responsible, | 
though the conditions essential for commercial suc-/| 
cess could not have been met by any management. | 

The Post-Dispatch holds no brief for Mr. Brent, but 
we cannot convict him on the character of evidence 
presented in Mr. Humphrey's letter. We agree that 
the conditions enumerated by Mr. Humphrey are 
necessary to the barge linme’s genuine success. The 
Post-Dispatch has for years listed these same require- 
ments in its long agitation for river transportation. 
But the potential capacity of the river had to be dem- 
onstrated before such complete equipment and traf- 
fic arrangements could be koped for. That demon- 
stration has been made, as was optimistically at-| 
tested by Mr. Humphrey in August. The barge line 
experiment has vindicated the Post-Dispatch’s long 
campaign for the river. It has abundantly justified 
the Government's expenditures thus far, and it war- 
rants further expenditure and development until the 
possibility of successful river transportation becomes 
an accomplished fact. 

The optimistic Mr. Humphrey of August was in a 
happier role, the bright outlook he depicted was tn 
truer accord with the facts, than is the pessimistic 
Mr. Humphrey in his letter of resignation.

FOR FINAL MT. EVEREST CLIMB 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Nov. 9.—Sir Francis 
Younghusband, president of the 
Royal Geographical Society, an- 
nounced to the society last night that 
the expedition sent to attempt to 
reach the summit of Mount Everest, 
in the Himalayas, the highest peak 
in the world, had accomplished the 
task set for this year. 

After exploring the mountain from 
many directions, G. H. Bullock and 
Mallory reached a point on the 
northeastern spur, 6000 feet below 
the summit, from which a way to 
the summit seemed reasonably prac- 
tical. 

“We now have to find men,” Sir 
Francis said, “who can stand the ter- 
rific blizzards and’the frightful cold 
they will encounter on those crucial 
two miles of the knife-edged ridge.” 

The president added that the so- 
ciety must reorganize the expeditfon 
and find a new leader to take the 
place of Col. Howard Bury, who 
would be unable to devote more time 
to it. Six men, he said, would be 
needed for the climbing party.

Statement by Representative, Former 
Officer, Challenged by Anoth- 
er, Also Former Officer.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—Repre- 
sentative Johnson, Republican, South 
Dakota, former officer in the army, | 
declared in the, House today. that, | 
while he had no substantiation of the | 
charges, he had “reason to believe | 
that soldiers who were traitors, cow- |. 
ards or mentdlly unfit, were shot by | 
their own comrades, while facing the | 
enemy.’ 

The statement was hotly denied by | 
Representative Butwinkle, Democrat, | 
North Carolina, also a former offi- | 
cer, who declared he would not per- | 
mit the; Johnson statement to go un- | 
challenged. | 

“Ng American was shot in France | 
witheut trial,” said Johgson, — 
theré may have been cases where 
they were shot in the line of battle |

Commenting on Senator Watson's | 
charge of illegal hangings, Johnson 
declared:

JOYCF OBTAINS DIVOREF

CORN CROP ESTIMATED 


3,151, 698,000 BUSHELS 


By the Asecvclated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. $.—The corn 
crop this year amounts to 3,151,698,- 
000 bushels, the Department of Agri- 
culture announced today in its pre- 
liminary estimate. 

The corn crop declined slightly dur- 
ing October, today's preliminary esti- 
mate being 11,365,000 bushels less 
than was forecast a month ago. The 
total crop this year still will be one 
of ‘the larg@st ever produced. 

Preliminary tstamates of other 
crops were pyr as follows:

Concentration in Golf. 
(Copyright, 1921.) 

Concentration in golf is that 
virtue that makes a man think 
enly of how to play the shot be- 
fore him. It meahs that the at- 
tention of the mind must be taken 
from every other thought and 
focused upon the play at hand. 
How to attain this desirable con- 
dition is very important to the 
golfer. Some days it is easy— 
on others impossible. 

As I sat the other night pon- 
dering over the question the 
thought of successful, silent golf- 
ers rushed to my mind, and I 
wondered if somewhere among 
them lay the key to the ciosed 
door. We have all heard the 
story of the Scottish golfers who 
spoke never during a whole round 
until Sandy missed a short putt 
for a half on the eighteenth hole, 
and the startled Aleck said: “You 
missed it!’ To which Sandy re- 
plied, “Chatterbox!” and never 
tlayed with the loquacious Aleck 
again. 

Many Good Players Silent. 

It may be more than a queer 
coincidence that so many of our 
best players have been veritable 


sphinxes. Take the grand old man 
of golf himself, W. J. Travis, and 
picture him in his best days. [I 
can see him now with his black 
cigar, moving speechlessly over 
the course. And even when his 
match was ended he spoke but 
little. Then, there was Jerry 
Travers, who rarely spoke, and his 
face—‘‘a poker face,” a_i well- 
known English writer called it, 
expressed absolutely nothing at 
all. If one attempted to speak 
he walked away. The forbidding 
silence oppressed and depressed 
his opponent, and made the game 
with him not a wholesome, de- 
lightful recreation, but an im- 
rortant business. The attitude. 
which was probably wholly na- 
tural, was strangely’ effective 
while it lasted. 

Now we have another silent 
champion, Jesse Guilford. I heard 
@& man say that it was surprising 
that a man who could not carry 
on a conversation should excel at 
golf, a game requiring much clear 
thinking. He had forgotten our 
two former champions who were 
not brilliant conversationalists. 


Evans Far From Silent. 
I have studied this side of gol? 
thoroughly, and I can trace many 
of my own losses to talking with 


the gallery. Once just a sen- 
tence from a friend turned my 
mind to other thoughts, and my 
tame suffered. But in spite of 
many such examples I am forced 
to conclude that I am different. 
[ have the play-boy spirit and for 
me a game can never become a 
business. If I turn into a deat 
mute I lose the “zip” needed in 
my game, and surely the bes* 
rounds I have ever played have 
been those in whieh I conversed 
a little with the gallery. I have 
an instinctive pleasure in playing 
frames and it is a pleasure to me 
to recognize my friends in the 
gallery, and even those who are 
not exactly friends, but whose fa- 
vor rises and falls with my game 


For me, I suppose, there is only 
the middle path. Not too much 
conversation, but a little of the 
right sort with the right sort of 
people.

SAYS ROADS COULDN'T 
MEET TRAFFIC REVIVAL 


Editor of Railway Age Declares 
Lines Will Be Unable to 
Handle Increased Business. 


A warning that when the business 
of the country revives railroads will 
be unable to handle expeditiously the 
volume of traffic developed by that 
revival, was given today by Samuel 
O. Dunn, editor of the “Railway 
Age,’’ to members of the Chamber 
of Commerce at luncheon in the 
Planters’ Hotel. 

Dunn said that there was already 
indication that the revival was under 
way for there has been an increase 
in freight car loading of 35 per cent 
over last May, until now loading is 96 
per cent of what it was a year ago. 

“Many shippers now are thinking 
chiefly about securing reductions in 
freight rates,’’ Dunn said. “It seems 
not improbable that within a com- 
paratively few months they will be 
thinking a great deal more about 
whether they are going to get cars 
in which to ship their freight.” 
Number of Freight Cars Declining. 

Dunn pointed out that the num- 
ber of freight cars in existence in 
the United States has declined every 
year since 1917 until at this time 
there are approximately 135 000 
fewer cars than four years ago. 

“When general business revives, 
the railways will be offered morc 
traffic to handel than they ever were 
before,” Dunn continued. ‘This has 


| 


been the case in every revival of 
business following a depression 
which ever has occurred in this 
country. If the railways are to 
be able to handle this increase 1 traf- 
fic they must be able, before the gen- 
eral revival of business comes, ¢o re- 
habilitate their existing facilitics xnd 
enlarge their capacity. The produc- 
ers of the country would lose more 
money in a short time by being un- 
able to ship their commodities than 
they would save {in a much longer 
time by any conceivable reduction 
of rates. 

“The managers of the 


ways which are financially able to do 
so have ordered more equipment 
and materials within the last few 
weeks than in several months ?efore. 
They are getting ready to handle the | 
increased business. But it will cost 2 
great deal of money to rehabilitate 
the railroads. It will cost a great deal 
more money adequately to increase 
their capacity. They must earn 
enough to make up the vast amount 
of deferred maintenance which has 
accrued within recent years, and 
they must earn enough net return 


to be able to raise large amounts of | 


new capital if they are substantially 
to increase the physical capacity of 
their properties. 

Railway Securities Sluggish. 

“Recently railway securities have 
been a drug on the market. In the 
three years 1912, 1913 and 1914 the 
railways issued $2,272,000,000 in se- 
curities, and industrial concerns is- 
sued $2,356,000,000 in securities. 
During the three years ending 1920 
the railways issued only $898,000,000 
in securities, while industrial com- 
panies issued $6,208,000,000 in secur- 
ities. The differences between the 
amounts of securities issued by rail- 
way companies and industrial com- 
panies measures not only the differ- 
ence in the favor shown by investors 
toward the two classes of securities, 
but also the difference in the rates at 
which the transportation capacity of 
the railways and the productive ca- 
pacity of the industries of the coun- 
iry have increased within recent 
years. 

“The increase in the capacity of 
the railways must keep pace with 
the increase in the productive capac- 
ity of our industries or the owners 
of the industries will one day awaken 
to the fact that they cannot get suf- 
ficient transportation for their raw 
materials and finished products, and 
that, in consequence, the growth of 
our production and commerce has 
been arrested and that we have been 
brought face to face with a great 
economic and financial catastrophe.”

You are instructed to inform the 
President of Mexico of the above 
in the greatest confidence as soon 
as it is certain that there will be 
an outbreak of war with the Unit- 
ed States, and suggest that the 
President of Mexico, on his own 
initiative, should communicate 
with Japan, suggesting adherence 
at once to this plan, at the same 
time offer to mediate between 
Germany and Japan. 

Please call to the attention of 
the President of Mexico that the 
employment of ruthless subma- 
rine warfare now promises to com- 
pel England to make peace in a 
few months.

Blows Thick and Fast. 

In the President’s Flag day ad- 
dress, delivered at Washington on 
June 14, 1917, appeared the follow- 
ing: 

They (meaning Germany) sought 
by violence to destroy our indus- 

tries and arrest our commerce.

Never for a sin- 
gle moment was he driven from the 
course he had mapped out for him- 
self. He had given his heart and 
soul to a great humane task, and he 
moved toward its consummation 
amid a hurricane of protests and 
criticisms. 

There was a time, however, when 
I thought he displayed the depth of 
his feeling of chagrin and disap- 
pointment at the obstacles placed in 


his path in settling the affairs of > 


Mexico. It was in a little speech de- 
livered at the Brooklyn Navy Yard 
on the occasion of the burial of the 
soldiers who fell at Vera Cruz. The 
following paragraph contained a 
note of sadness, and even depres- 
sion. Perhaps in the following words 
he pictured his own loneliness and 
utter dejection: 

“I never went into battle; I never 
was under fire; but I fancy there are 
some things just as hard to do as to 
go under fire. I fancy that it is just 
as hard to do your duty when men 
are sneering at you as when they are 
shooting at you. When they shoot at 
you, they can only take your natural 
life; when they sneer at you, they 
can wound your living heart, and 
men who are brave enough, stead- 
fast enough, steady in their principles 
enough, to go about their duty
